PURITY OF ELECTIONS. 

At the town meeting, the undersigned 
after calling “Mr. Moderator” repeatedly 
and standing while two or three others 
were recognized and spoke, was pre- 
vented from speaking in behalf of ballot 
reform. It may be that the moderator’s 
thoughts had in a state of abstraction 
drifted away to Probate court business 
and so failed to see the writer of this 
article or even hear him. 

By the courtesy of the editor of the 
Andover ‘Townsman, the undersigned: is 
permitted to address a few words, which 
he would have liked to have spoken 
town meeting day to his fellow citizens, 
on the essential need of purity of elee- 
tions, withthe hope that the Australian 
ballot system may yet be adopted in full 
in our Andover town elections. 

Progress is the ideal word all along 
the line of the world’s onward move. 
And.so, no, matter! how fondly we may 
cling to old. methods, we should be ready 
to accept the form that means a better 
condition of the management of affairs, 
even though there may. be additional ex- 
pense and additional duties, for the sake 
of the greater benefits to be galned | 
thereby. 

The Australian ballot’ system offers a 
purer, cleaner method of election man- 
agement. Such appears to be. the 
opinion of intelligent, liberal reformers ! 
the world over. ‘The system has been 
generally adopted in the United States, 
with local optional choice. In our own 
state, Massachusetts, the laws were 
modified in 1888 to suit the Australian 
ballot system. In the United States it 
has been expected that the original Aus- 
tralian ballot system would be improved. 
Our legislators at Boston have each year 
made some changes. ‘Many of these 


no doubt, have been partisan attempts 
to set aside the safeguards of the system 
in the interests of local political rule. 
Granting that politicians have succeeded 
in diminishing the stringency of some of | 
its measures, other sections have been 
improved, and the system remains a 
great improvement over the too frequent 
jobbery that has existed under the old 
methods, 

Andover cannot be behind the times 
in any advance that gives fair and just 
opportunity to each citizen, whether 
candidate or voter. There is nothing 
dishonorable in aspiring to office, or in 
justly winning in-an-election. There 
can only be dishonor when unjust means 
are used in preparing for caucuses, in 
intimidation at caucuses, in the trading 
or jobbing of votes, in unjust diserimi- 
nations or boycoting of public opinion in 
the discussions at town meeting. ‘The 
Australian ballot) system will remedy 
many of the evils of the present state of 
things, and a slight increase of expenses 
should not prevent the adoption of the 
system. 

The additional cost is estimated to be 
from $50 to $100. Suppose that the cost 
should exceed $100, the town can afford 
much more if the elections are fairer 
and juster. Those elected by cleaner 
methods may wear their honors with the 
less of tarnish in getting them and with 
amanlier sense of their worth, for Cae- 
sar ought to. be above suspicion. I have 
known at town méeting, where there 
were only two caucuses, six or more bal- 
lots, each with adifferent party meaning. 
The law reads that each caucus shall be 
represented by a ballot headed with its 
party name. There is nothing in the 
law to imply the privilege of several 
different ballots from one caucus. 

Our town meetings have many more 
kinds of differently headed ballots than 
the few caucuses back of them. These 
differently headed ballots are a great 
source of confusion and really appear to 
come from parties that everyone knows 
have not legally called caucuses under 
those names, as the law requires. The 
article selected for adoption was only 
one, the one referring to ofticial ballots. 
If that article had been adopted as it 
should have been, we should not be 
hereafter deluged with many ballots, 
whose party namings do not represent 
any caucuses legally called. 

The voting for officers under the Aus- 
tralian system would probably be by 
precincts and would take only the time 
of going and returning to the voting pre- 
cinct, for most of the voters much less 
than an hour. 

Methuen has the Australian system. 
The articles of their town warrant were 
considered on a separate day, Saturday 
afternoon of last week. Saturday after- 
noon is a time of leisure for most of the 
working people, and for the farmers the 
time for getting into town for the week’s 
shopping and the mails. Granted that 


the additional time of precinct voting 
would be given by those citizens, who 
would vote for town ofticers and also

but a little burden for most voters and 
should be freely given with a hearty 
good will for the good of the town. 

At the caucus the Australian Ballot is 
most needed. For there are our town 
officers really elected under the present 
management. When caucuses are capt- 
ured by the friends of candidates no 
matter how good the candidates may be; 
and all ballots read about the same, there 
can be no other result. The town meet- 
ing merely endorses the captured caucus 
ballots. An official ballot and only one 
will do away with the confusion, and 
give recognition only to those parties, 
who are backed by legally held caucuses. 

And every right minded citizen may 
hope to see the Australian Ballot System 
in use at our caucuses for the sake of a 
clean, straight-forward ballot atour town 
meeting. Letus have the best system 
possible even if it does cost a little 
more time and a little more money. 
Whatever tends to break up ring ma- 
nipulation as such is to be looked upon 
as a blessing devoutly to be sought. Still 
there must be those who take the initia- 
tory steps in caucus nianagement. So 
long as everything is fair and above 
board there can nothing more be asked. 
If citizens would all turn out and attend 
the caucuses and would net be intimi- 
dated into silent passivity, caucuses 
would not be 80 easily captured as they 
have been in the past. Every commu- 
nity must and does have its leaders; but 
every citizen should by vote either as- 
sent to or dissent from their leadership. 
There is too much of an unspoken intim- 
idation that silences the judgement of 
the many and leaves the whole business 
in the hands of a few. 

At the town meeting several articles 
had no one to speak in their favor, Each 
article should have some one to fairly 
present it. Signers to an article should 
see to it that it has adair presentation 
and is not snowed under and lost to even 
sight or sound by the opposition. In voting 
to reject the article relating to official 
ballots the town has for the present lost 
its opportunity to remove an abuse of 
the ballot that has been allowed to as- 
sert itself at our town official elections. 
It is to be hoped that in the future the 
article and others which relate to its 
carrying out will be adopted by the 
town, and that the Australian Ballot 
System as modified by Massachusetts 
laws will be fully adopted and used in 
Andover, even if citizens may have to 
sacrifice a little of their time and money.

Ariery Artificially Spliced. 


In the recent medical archives in the 
library of St. Petersburg is an account 
of a most wonderful operation per- 
formed by Kamtssky, one of the great- 
est surgeons of his time, an operation 
like which no other is recorded. Pol- 
tinkosh, a_ rich farmer, cattle raiser 
and reindeer farmer, residing north of 
St. Petersburg, suffered an injury to 
the upper end of the right thigh, caused 
by being violently hurled from his 
sleigh, the latter having struck a stump 
Says an exchange. The farmer, in fall- 
ing, was jagged Ly a snag, which struck 
about two inches below the fold of the 
flank, causing a torn, bleeding, gaping 
wound about four inches in length, di- 
rectly downward, and in a line over the 
femoral artery (the large artery which 
supplies the entire leg with blood),. the 
latter vessel having been laid bare and 
Severely bruised in the wreck, no large 
vessels having been torn. 

Kaintsky, with the great wisdom of 


|; 4 world of experience, wisely appre- 


hended the possible results ‘of this pe- 
culiar wound, and for the next twen- 
ty-four hours he spent every minute of 
his time, valuable as it was, working 
with chemical fire, molten substances 
and apparatus of divers’ kinds, until 
finally the object of his efforts -was 
finished, a smali, hollow, elastic, color- 
less tube, about five inches long, the 
composition of which is not recorded, 
consequently not known. In twelve 
hours after his task was finished care- 
ful scrutiny of the injured limb re- 
vealed a slightly bluish tint, scarcely 
noticeable, on the end of the great toe. 
This was the signal for operation to 
the surgeon, and the stockman was im- 
mediately taken to the operating room, 
where, in order to arrest oncoming 
gangrene, he was subjected to an odd 
and experimental operation. 

After the patient was anaesthetized 
the wound was uncovered, carefully 
cleaned and the tissue carefully pushed 
and dissected away from the large ar- 
tery, exposing about three and one- 
half inches of bruised vessel, ready to 
disintegrate. A clamp was placed on 
the artery, an inch above where nor- 
mal sound tissue began; then he cut 
the artery at the junction of the 
bruised and sound tissue and carefully 
drawing the mysterious tube from its 
aseptic hiding place, he slipped the 
cut, round end of the vessel into it 
about an inch, being exceedingly care- 
ful-while so doing to keep the hollow 
tube collapsed and empty, so as to 
avoid all danger produced by the en- 
trance of air. 

Repeating the same process at the 
lower end of the artery, he inserted the 
tube into the end of the vessel about 
the same distance as the upper end lay 
in the tube, Then gently releasing the 
lower clamp he allowed the tube to. 
fill with blood from the portion of the 
véssel below. Then the final test came, 
when he gently and steadily removed 
the clamp above the tube, thus estab- 
lishing an unbroken channel which 
would carry the blood to its normal 
distribution. A slight pouching of the 
tube at first caused some fear as to 
whether it were strong enough to stand 
the pressure of the heart wave of blood 
as the latter pulsated through its new 
channel. -This latter defect was over- 
come, however, when the tube was laid 
in the bed of the bruised exsected por- 
tion and the external support of the 
muscles and tissues gave it sufficient 
strength to overcome the pressure of 
the blood, stream. The wound was 
carefully closed, the parts set at hest 
and results awaited. In thirty-six 
hours the blue tint had disappeared 
from the toe and the color of the skin 
of the leg changed from a pale ashy to 
a pink. 

Two months afterward the patient 
was attending to every-day duties as 
formerly, suffering no inconvenience 
whatever from his wound. Five years 
afterward the patient died of acute 
pneumonia, and a post-mortem exami- 
nation of the seat of the wound re- 
vealed a strong, firm. plastic tube im- 
mediately in the ‘situ’ of the composi- 
tion tube, the latter having been ab- 
sorbed by the blood, not, however, be- 
fore the lymphatics had so encysted it, 
just as a bullet becomes encysted in the 
body after months of time ,to the ex- 
tent that when the tube was eaten away 
by the blood this fibrous coat answered 
the original plan of circulation.

News from the State House. 


STATE HOUSE, March 8—Contrary 
to his expressed intention, Representa- 
tive Murphy did not ask yesterday that 
the report of the committee on educa- 
tion, leave to withdraw, gn the petition 
for a State normal school at Lawrence 
pe rejected and the report was accept- 


ed. 

After the session Mr. Murphy said he 
felt it would have been of no use to ask 
the tabling of the report when the mem- 
bers had voted against tabling several 
matters previously, a8 was the case 
yesterdav. 

He has received assurances from one 
of the members of the committee that 
the latter will ask the members to re- 
consider the action and have the mat- 
ter recommitted to the committee, but 
there is really little chance that this 
will be done. 

All of the Lawrence members have 
worked hard for the school and have 
spared no efforts, but the apparent in- 
difference of the members of the Law- 
rence committee was largely the cause 
of the committee’s report, 

Mr. Buswell of Methuen in the House 
today made an eloquent. plea in favor 
of passing* the appropriation for the 
Commissioners of Inland Fisheries and 
Game without the reduction proposed 
by Mr. Roads of Marblehead. 

He said among other things that the 
work could not be done by the State po- 
lice, the latter employed a steamer to 
try. to catch breakers of the lobster 
laws, and it would bet 3 sensible for an 
ordinary policeman to employ a brass 
band in trying to apprehend a burglar. 
The bill was finally passed to be en- 
grossed without Mr. Roads’ amend- 
ment, 

James H. Eaton of Lawrence, treas- 
urer of the Essex Institution for. Sav- 
ings, appeared before the committee on 
banks and banking today in opposition 
to a bill introduced by Senator Tolman 
of Berkshire providing that savings 
banks may invest one-third of their 
stock in foreign corporations under cer- 
tain conditions and restrictions, 

It is likely the special gypsy moth 
investigation committe: will make its 
report tomorrow. The members are 
pledged ‘to secrecy as to what the re- 
port is, but the report will not favor 
the appropriation, 


STATE HOUSE, March 12—During 
the present week many important re- 
ports will undoubtedly be made. Among 
these will be that of the committee on 
probate and insolvency on the petitions 
for the removal of Judge Taft of the 
Gloucester police court. 

The members of the committee have 
felt that a great deal depended upon 
their decision in this case, and have 
spent many hours in considering ‘the 
evidence and endeavoring to arrive at 
an agreement, 

There is no doubt the members of the 
committee would “have felt much re- 
lieved if something had occurred to 
make a decision unnecessary, but no 
such good fortune has been theirs. 

If the committee decides to report in 
favor a change in the court, their de- 
cision will state that the change is 
made necessary by the fact that the 
court has lost its usefulness in losing 
the confidence of the bar, but that the 
committee does not question - Judge 
Taft's integrity. 

The committee on education will also 
probably report this week on the in- 
creased facilities at the Lowell textile 
school which were urged by the Law- 
rence« members. 

In the House on Friday Representa- 
tive Frost of Lawrence reported the ac- 
tion ef the committee on probate and 
insolvency, of which he is clerk, in fa- 
vor of the bill providing that cities and 
towns may build and maintain side- 
paths for the use of cyclists, A lively 
tilt occurred between Mr. Frost and 
Representative Davenport of Greenfield 
who opposed the bill in which Mr. Frost 
came out with flying colors. The bill 
was finally passed to a third reading. 

"On the same day the Lowell members 
were mixed up in a lively debate on the 
bill providing for the discontinuance of 
the upper free landing in Lowell. 

Butler Ames opposed the bill and pro- 
posed an amendment providing that the 
question should be submitted to the 
voters at the next municipal election. 
In spite of the opposition of Messis. 
Cluer, Varney and others, this amend- 
ment was finally adopted and the b'!t 
passed to be engrossed as amended.

in order to have them cared for. That 
they sit there all day long with wet 
feet and chilled bodies never occurs to 
her, and in frequent cases) would not 
alarm her if she did think of it. 

Another mother has every phase of 
her child’s life in her thoughts. She 
wants the child to be educated but 
with the trained mind she is anxious: 
for a sound body. Her anxiety may 
not bring to her boy any greater free- 
dom from sickness than the other boy 
with a neglectful mother, enjoys, but 
the chances are certainly much in fayor 
of the well cared for boy in the race 
for good health. 

Knowing this the Superintendent 
usually decides on the side of the in- 
telligent laws of health, and in so doing 
he .of course decides wisely, even 
though he does run counter to the 
mothers who look upon the schools as 
nurseries, 

But does he decide that way often 
enough? Doesn't he too frequently 
bend to the publie sentiment that 
based upon ignorance and prejudice? 
We think he does and we further 
think that he may stand even more 
firmly for the health and comfort) of 
the school children in this’ particular 
and feel assured of the support of the 
intelligent people of the town.

One of 
the most evident signs that the Chureh is 
of Divine origin, is the faet that God is 
able, ont of such inferior material as im- 
perfect humanity, to accomplish so 
much. "That this organization may be- 
eome a better instrument in his King- 
dom, Ought to be our aim. © 

‘lo this end, the right rélation of the 
Christian Endeavor society with the 
church, should be to encourage higher 
ideals. There can be no true progress 
when we move in a cirele. It may be 
pleasant enough to work in regular 
forms, and by set methods, but if advance 
is not made, something is wrung. Just 
as a lowly and ignorant person becomes 
educated by the frequent contemplation 
of great master-pieces of painting, and 
sculpture, so the humble disciple of 
Christ must become like iim as he con- 
siders faithfully the Grest Ideal of the 
Master Himself. 

Another condition of progress de- 
mands the accumulation of religious in- 
telligence. Missionary work we may 
call this. No word has been more abused 
in the church, where it ought to be eher- 
ished most, than the word ‘missionary.’ 
It is a synonym for ‘Christian,’ and if we 
worked in the light of such an interpre- 
tation of the term, the Kingdom would 
come more quickly. The intelligent 
church, society, or individual is ever the 
one in closest touch with the progress of 
the work of Christ throughout the world, 
as it is going on through the great mis- 
slonary organizations. 

The development of the responsibility 
of the individual is another condition of 
true progress in the work before us. 
| One inevitable tendency of organization 
is to lose sight of the individual. “This 
is not my fort,’ is a frequent excuse for 
}failing to respond to individual duty. 
Whereas my work, must. be done by 
myself, or it is forever undone. The 
sacredness of the promise is the very 
basis of character, to be observed in 
matters small and great alike. 

Then, as a condition of true progress, 
the Christian Endeavor Society ‘should 
act as a medium of application of spirit- 
ual power in the church. There is a 
great volume of power latent in the 
| church, but the trouble often is, that it 
runs to waste. This noble river flows 
down from the hills above us, to the sea, 
displays volumes of power, as it plunges 
over the falls.” But it of no value to the 
industries on its banks, except as its 
volume is caught by the canal, and dis- 
tributed to the separate mills, one by 
one. Insuch a manner must the energy 
of the individual be caught up, as: it 
forms a part of the sum total of the 
world’s spiritual power, and applied 
through the channel of such an organiza- 
tion as this, to the separaté departments 
of life and work in the church itself.

A Talk on Mummies.

. Prof. George F. Moore, president of 
the Theological seminary, spoke beforg 
the members of the Andover Burns club 
last Saturday evening, his subject being 
“Mummies and Egyptian Notions of An- 
other Life.” The lecture was so entirely 
different from any given to the Burns 
club that there was a very large atten- 
dance, all listening attentively to the 
speaker. Prof. Moore described a ‘dry 
subject” in a very interesting manner, 
explaining as he went along the reason 
for the different, places for the burial of 
the mummy. The fabric used to wrap 
the mummies in has been generally sup- 
posed to have been made from cotton, 
but in reality it is made from flax and 
some of the specimens found are of the 
very finest linen—finer than can be man- 
ufactured today. Great and elaborate 
care was taken with the burial, the body 
being placed many feet down in the solid 
rock, the shaft filled in and the .top 
levelled off so that no trace of the burial 
spot could be found except the tomb on 
the surface. In this a table was always 
placed on which food was left in order 
that the “spirit of the mummy might 
live on,” the Egyptian belief being that 
unless the “spirit or soul” of the de- 
parted was preserved, the body would 
perish. The notions of the hereafter 
among the Egyptians were he ree 
great tests.were put near the slrofes of 
the blessed when reached. 

Prof. Moore described the pe ragcs 
and the bnilding of them and at the @ose 
of the address answered many questions 
put to him by the members.

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REMAINS "IDENTIFIED. 


Body That of Malachi Clinton, of Ballard- 
vale, Who Disappeared Last Novem- 
ber. 


Shortly after the Townsman had gone 
to press last Friday afternoon the body 
which was taken from the Shawsheen 
river at noon was identified by the con-. 
tents of his pockets. When the clothing 
was examined, a store pass book was 
discovered bearing the name of Malachi 
Clinton and it was remembered that this 
man, formerly a resident of Ballardvale 
and employee of-the town, disappeared 
last November. 

Mr. Clinton was about 50 years of age 
and had resided with his sons and daugh- 
ter on Sand street, Ballardvale, for some 
time, coming to that section of. the town 
from ‘Tewksbury four years ago. “A 
slight family misunderstanding caused 
him to take up his residence at Torrey’s 
boarding house in Marland Village where 
he remained until last Thanksgiving day. 
He leaves three sons and one daughter, 
John and James -of Ballardvale, Mrs. 
James Wood and another son “of Man- 
chester, N. H. 

Assistant Medical Examiner Dow of 
Lawrence viewed the body at Messer’s 
undertaking rooms Friday afternoon. 
He states that death was due to acciden- 
tal drowning. As the right leg of the 
deceased was broken in three places be- 
low the knee, he thought Clinton had 
fallen from a bridge into the water. 

Clinton had a habit of disappearing 
from his home for months at atime so 
that nothing wrong was seriously 
thought of when he disappeared the last 
time. 

Last Thanksgiving day -he visited 
some of his relatives in Ballardvale and 
after leaving there went to his boarding 
house in Andover where he ate his sup- 
per. That was the last seen of him 
alive as from that time he disappeared 
completely until the body was found last 
Friday noon ‘near Torrey’s boarding 
house, which is on the river bank. 

Mrs. Wood, Clinton’s daughter, came 
from Manchester, N. H., Saturday to ar- 
range for the burial of her father’s re- 
mains.

MONTHLY MEETING. 


Directors of th: Andover Guild Discuss 
Important Matters. Enlarged Vaca- 
tion School to Be Continued. 
Curfew Law Brought Up. 


At the monthly meeting of the diree- 
tors of the Guild last Tuesday evening, 
the report of the superintendent, Mrs. 
Andrews, announced that during the 
preceeding month five families have 
been assisted with ‘clothing and food for 
the sick. Demands are frequently made 
at the office for nurses and for girls for 
house-work, ‘lrhis led to a discussion by 
the directors as to the advisability of es- 
tablishing an intelligence office in con- 
nection with the Guild. After some 
consideration, the matter was referred 
to the superintendent and the case com- 
mittee to examine and report at the 
next meeting. 

The committee on girls’ work reported 
that one of its most successful enter- 
prises was the Girls’ Recreation club, 
consisting of 12 girls from 16 to 18 years 
of age. ‘This meets on Tuesday evenings, 
under the charge-of Miss Durant, the 
teacher of physical culture in the, And- 
over public schools, Friendly relations 
have been /established between the 
teacher and the members, which are 
proving of great value. Last Tuesday 
evening the club gave a party to its 
friends. 

The committee on boys’ work reported 
four classes in Sloyd going on, at a cost 
of about $12 per week. The question 
was discussed whether anything . should 
be done for the members of these classes 
when the .present term of ten weeks 
closes, as vill about the first of April. 
This was found to be involved with the 
further question whether a vacation 
school would be held this summer. Mr. 
Johnson, the superintendent of schools, 
spoke of his desire ‘that such a school 
should be held, but on a larger scale 
than heretofore. Instead of 40 boys, as 
last summer, he would like to have 80 
boys and 40 girls. The directors con- 
sidered his plans for obtaining teachers 
and providing courses of instruction, and 
finally appropriated not less than $300, 
which was about the cost of the vacaticn 
school last year, for the establishment 
and maintenance of such a school this 
summer. The committee on boys’ work 
was then authorized to engage in gard- 
ening or offer any other course of in- 
struction they thought best between the 
closing of the Sloyd classes and the open- 
ing of the vacation school. 

The question as to the advisability of 
the curfew law for Andover was debated, 
The secretary, C. J. Stone, was appointed 
acommittee to examine into the worl 
ing of the law in towns which have 
adopted it, and the matter was then laid 
on the table. 

The office hours of the superintendent 
of the Guild house are from 3 to 5 p. m. 
every day but Wednesdays and Saturdays.

VARIOUS KINDS OF TOOTHACHE, 


There are several kinds of toothache, 
due to very different causes, and as not 
all sorts are capable of relief by the 
same means, it is useful to be able to 
distinguish among ‘them. = 
One form of toothache is due to disease 
of ‘the tooth itself, another to disease of 
the parts about the tooth, and still an- 
oher to neuralgia of the nerves, the 
teeth themselves being perhaps sound. 
The most common toothache is caused 
by congestion or inflammation of the 
pulp of a tooth. The pulp is a soft ma- 
terial filling the centre of 'the tooth and 
serving as a bed for the nerve and the 
blood vessels. When ‘the blood vessels 
are enlarged, as they are in case of 
congestion or inflammation, the pulp is 
compressed, since the walls of the ‘tooth 
prevent expansion, and so the nerve is 
pressed upon and becomes painful. 

The ache so caused is fierce and 
throbbing (a jumping toothache.) It 
is worse when tthe sufferer stoops or 
lies down, and is increased by contact 
with cold or hot water, or food with 
sugar or salt, or with air. The only 
difference. between the pain of a con- 
gested ‘tooth pulp and that of an in- 
flamed pulp-is that ‘the latter Is worse, 

If in case of toothache of this kind 
there is a cavity resulting from decay 
of ‘the 'tooth the pain can usually be re- 
lieved by the insertion of a little pledg- 
et of cotton soaked in oil of cloves, 

Severe toothache may be caused by 
inflammation of the socket of the tooth, 
which may go on to an abscess, with 
swelling of the face and great distress. 
In this case the 'tooth is sore when tap- 
ped or pressed upon. The pain is severe 
and continuous—not intermittent, as in 
inflammation of the pulp—and is. usu- 
ally relieved a little by cold, but ag- 
gravated by heat.. 

Sometimes relief is afforded. by -cold 
applications to the cheek, but of course 
a dentist should be consulted as early 
as possible in order that the inflamma- 
tion may be controlled before it results 
in the formation of an abscess. 

The worst form of toothache, or at 
least the most obstinate, is usually a 
neuralgia. In this case there is not 
apt to be swelling, the teeth are sound, 
and the pain is not increased by sweets 
or salt or by any moderately cool or 
warm food.
